Concerning purchase of the Cen- 
tral Valley project, he reports that 
the state study on this matter has 
not been completed.as yet. 

Funds for education consume one- 
third of the proposed state bud- 
get, the senator points out. He says 
that unless the budget can be 
trimmed by the legislature, new 
taxes will have to be provided to 
raise about $70,000,000 as the esti- 
mated cost of increased ADA pay- 
ment to schools resulting frém 
passage of proposition No. 2 last 
November. He said that it ap- 
peared doubtful that the budget 
can be cut sufficiently to com- 
pletely cover this cost. 

There is no legislation pend- 
ing of special importance to 
sportsmen of Tulare county, Sen- 
ator Williams reports, although 
there is a bill presented that 
would repeal legislation, spon- 
sored by sportsmen in 1951, pro- 
hibiting the use of nets in €er- 
\tain areas of the Sacramento river. 
Sportsmen contend that if netting, 
now prohibited in these areas of 
the river, is again allowed, com- 
mercia] fishermen will take great 
numbers of striped bass and will 
cut off the bass from sport fish- 
ermen along the river. 

Senator Williams. states that 
some change in present legislative 
procedure appears to be neces- ‘ 
sary. The split session of the 
legislature, now in effect, is the- 
oretically good, providing a period 
in which bills can be introduced, 
then a recess during which legis- 
lators. can discuss pending legis- 
lation with their constituents, 
then a second session to enact 
bills. But the senator states that 
because of the great numbers of 
bills introduced, the delay in get- 
ting these bills into printed form 
for study, the comparatively short 
time between sessions, and the 
length of the legislative sessions 
;puts a tremendous time handicap 
on legislators and makes it virtu- 
ally impossible for any legislator 
to thoroughly familiarize himself 
with all pending legislation.

I promised Tularemia 
this week, but let’s change the 
subject. You know the name now, 
and if you are really eager, the’ 
Farm Advisor can probably give 
| you some dope on it. I'll get to it 
iJater, but now, to coincide with 
the yearly vaccination of dogs 
here in the county against rabies, 
‘let’s give this disease a going 
over. 

This is probably the most fear- 
some and fatal disease of all that 
can be transmitted from animals 
to man. It can also be transmit- 
ted to animals from man. 

The hysteria that goes with 
even the suspicion of rabies is 
very acute at times, to the detri- 
ment of sensible procedure. In 
the history of rabies, which goes 
|back to the earliest of medical 
‘writings, several hundred years 
B. C., there are numerous ac- 
counts of people being put to 
death when. suspected of being 
rabied. 

There'is a fallacy that rabies is 
a summer disease. This has been 
proved conclusively to be false. 
Records kept over a period of 
years have shown incident of the 
disease to be very evenly  dis- 
tributed throughout the year with 
a peak, if any, occuring during 
the spring months. ; 

Being irritable and being rabied 
jare distinct, fortunately, and ir- 
ritability is common during ex- 
tremely hot weather, such as we 
have here during the late sum- 
mer. 

Besides knowing no_ season, 
rabies knows no _ geographical 
boundaries. It has been reported 
from every spot on the globe. Its 
occurence varies somewhat only 
because of the. efforts that are 
directed toward stamping it out. 
England, for example, has not had 
a reported case since 1922, at 
least not reported to me, and this 
has been due solely to restraint 
and vaccination of dogs.

tible to rabies, The list would 
include all’ farm animals and all 
of the wild animals and rodents 
that abound here. It is primarily 
a disease, however, of the canine 
species — dogs, coyotes, etc. — 
and dogs are responsible for about 
80 per cent of all rabies. Cats 
are occasionally affected. Among 
wild animals, the skunk is one 
of the most frequently seen with 
rabies. 

The disease in Tulare county, 
is, very fortunately, quite uncom- 
mon, but that is no reason not to 
dread it and. do everything pos- 
sible to further decrease its inci- 
dence. The disease is as close to 
being 100% fatal as anything I 
know of. Death is the inevitable 
result when an animal or man 
becomes infected, under ordinary 
circumstances. 


People who tell me they ‘think 
it unnecessary to vaccinate their 
dogs because they live way out 
in the rhubarb, or that it is just 
another racket of the county to 
make some money, are playing 
the part of a fool. Stop and think 
about it, I say. If the disease 
were confined just to dogs, as is, 
for example, distemper, do you 
suppose the county would go to 
the trouble and expense it does to 
try and subdue the thing? Of 
course not. Rabies could then 
run rampant without disturbing 
the public health picture a bit, as 
does distemper in the dog. 


The reason we do not have 
rabies in big outbreaks among 
men, as well as animals, is that 
public. health officials, veterin- 
arians and medical research work- 
ers wage a constant battle against 
it, as well as against the apathy 
of mankind. 

There 
treatment for rabies. The Pas- 
ture treatment in man is a mis- 
nomer. It is a vaccination against 
rabies, and a rugged one if you 
have experienced it. The vaccin- 
ation of dogs is positive preven- 


tion, also. There are then two 
ways of preventing rabies in 
man -— the Pasture treatment of 


persons bitten by a rabid animal 
jor the elimination of rabies in 
dogs. 

The elimination of the disease 
in dogs is possible and can be ac- 
complished by the combination of 
these forces restraint and 
periodic vaccination, plus destruc- 
tion of ownerless dogs. 

There are two all-important 


things to remember in case of a 
dog bite: 1. Call your physician. 
Do not destroy the dog. Rather, 
call your veterinarian, or bring 
the dog to your veterinarian if 
the dog’s behavior is at all pecu- 
liar, where it may be confined 
properly and put under observa- 
tion. 

In any case, confine the ani- 
mal.. It takes a detailed labora-
